Great Damage Was Done by 
the Cold Wave to Crops in

The eold wave that hit Atlanta 
Thursday night and brought a sudden 
drop in temperature gained headway 
Vriday when the *ea@rcury hovered 
around 10 degrees all day and dropped 
to 4 degrees above by midnight. Re- 
ports from neighboring cities indicate 
that it was even colder outside the 
eity. At midnight it was 1 degree 
above zero at Decatur and College Park. 

The sudden drop in temperature was 
general throughout Georgia and the 
south, according to dispatches from 
many sections. Great damage was 
done in south Georgia and Florida to 
early ¢rops. In Atlanta the plumbers 
were kept busy all day long answering 
hurry calls to houses where they for- 
got to turn off the water. The ga- 
rages of the city were working over- 
time thawing out frozen radiators, one 
prominent dealer reporting that he had 
t® render “first aid’ to forty auto- 
mobileB during the day. 

But listen: 

Mercury Will Drop Lower. 

I'riday wasn’t a cold day if the 
weather Saturday is to have is taken 
into consideration. For the weather 
man predicts that the mercury will drop 
still further. 

That means ZERO weather for At- 
lanta today, and colder in the country. 

The official weather bulletin issued 
Friday night states that the tempera- 
ture will drop steadily today up to 
when it will stand still until 
night, when the downward course will 
be resumed. A stiff wind will ac- 
company the cold weather of today. 

The cold of Friday was all the more 
noticable, due to a stiff wind that 
whipped around the corners, stabbing 
the cold home like a driven nail. 

While the weather bureau has not 
made an official statement as to how 
long the cold weather will keep up, 
still it is Stated “unofficially that the 
mercury will probably rise Sunday and 
by Monday the weather will be warm- 
er. February as a whole i's slated as 
a cold month by the bureau.

‘WILSON’S MIND 
NOT YET MADE UP. 


| <All understood that President Wilson 


Stone, chairman of the foreign rela: | had not made up his mind whether to 


| proceed, as proposed by Senators Stone 
and Lewis, on the assumption that 
American rights would not be violated; 
or whether to consider Germany's an- 
nouncement as ground in itself for sum- 
mary action. 

Without disclosing what decision, if 
any, he had reached, the president left 
the capitol suggesting to Senators that 
there should be a night's reflection and 
action by word or deed before Monday. 

It was said that no joint session of 
congress tomorrow to enable the presi- 
dent to make an address was. dis- 
cussed. 

During the day it had been clear that 
no communication had gone forward to 
| Germany nor had Ambassador Gerard 
been given instructions to inform the 
government of the state of feeling in 
the United States. That, of course, has 
been done through the German em- 
bassy, which continues to express the 
firm conviction that there is little hope 
of avoiding a diplomatic break. 

President Wilson's every action 
throughout the day was predicated on 
bis belief that the United States faces 
the most serious crisis in its history. 
He chose the course of eking the 
udvice of other men to compare with 
his Own opinions. The overwhelming 
Sentiment from those he consulted was 
in favor of a break in relations. Only 
the time and method were questions of 
difference. But even after his long talk 
with the senators he returned to the 
white house to give further considera- 
tion to hte problem. 


AMERICAN ACTION 
TO GUIDE NEUTRALS. 


One of the thoughts in the minds of 
the president and his advisers is that 
the action of the United States should 
be so unassailable that it would guide 
other neutrals. - 

President Wilson was boldly told by 

most of the fifteen democratic Senators 
in conference with him that the Ger- 
man declaration was an affront to the 
United States and the Civilized world 
and that any course than an immediate 
tupture of diplomatic relations would 
be “viewed by the world 4S cowardice.”’ 
Some, however, urged that Germany 
be notified of a definite time at which 
diplomatic relations would be severed 
and a few others urged that nothing 
be done until Germany, by some overt 
act, demonstrated her deliberate 
termination to affront the’ 
States. 
All the senators assured President 
Wilson that whatever course he took 
would be sustained by a unanimous 
senate. Senators who participated in 
the remarkable conference were Stone, 
Reed, Phelan, Myers, Overman, Rans- 
deil, Hoke Smith, Beckham, Vardaman, 
Pittman, Fletcher, Pomerene, Walsh, 
Lewis, and Johnson, South Dakota. 
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That no republican senators attend- 
ed the conference was due entirely to 
the fact that the president did not 
reach the capitol until the senate had

“Gentlemen,” he said, “I just came 
to swap views. | wanted light and 
came here to get it.’’ 

He was asked what would be done 
and replied: 

“That depends on how I feel in the 
morning.” Then he smiled and added: 
“Of course, that remark was only a 
joke.” He added that there had been 
no suggestion of a joint session of 
congress and that he thought no pub- 
lic announcement would be made to- 
night. 

From inquiry among the senators 
present, the following facts were es- 
tablished: 

The president, frankly revealing the 
innermost details of the crisis, told the 
senators he had come to feel the pulse 
of the people; that he wished each man 
to speak his mind frankly with the 
welfare of the nation and civilization 
at heart.

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VON BERNSTORFF 
EXPECTS BREAK. 


Washington, February 2.—Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador, 
has been authorized by his government 
to arrange for the passage of any 
American passenger ship, without con- 
traband, through the lane of safety to 
Falmouth preseribed for one ship a 
week of the American line in Germa- 
ny’s new orders to her submarine coni- 
manders. 

All vessels would be placed under 
the same restrictions as the ships of the 
American line, and the Berlin govern- 
ment is said to have pointed out that 
this arrangement should enable Amer- 
ican ship owners to gain entire control 
of the trans-Atlantic passenger carry- 
ing trade. 

The German embassy not yet 
taken the matter up with any _ ship 
owners, but it is not improbable, should 
diplomatic relations between the Unig- 
ed States and Germany continue, that 
steps along this line will be taken. 

Neither receipt of this telegram nor 
other events today changed the Ger- 
man view here that there is little hope 
of avoiding a break of relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
unless in some unexpected manner a 
peace conference is brought about. 

At the same time the view of the 
German government as reflected here, 
is that unless the United States in- 
tends to go to war nothing 1s to be 
gained bv, sevéring diplomatic rela- 
tions: The German government, ac- 
cording to embassy officials, never 
will itself break off relations with the 
lInited States. The German policy as 
outlined is that either a break or a 
declaration of war, if the situation de- 
velops either, will have to come from 
the United States. 

The German ambassador himself to- 
dav was quiet]v waiting for develop- 
ments. He had no information and had 
no appointments with officials of the 
administration. Apparently he was 
prepared for anything that might hap- 
pen. He spent the day in his study 
at the embassy, where he _ conferred 
at geome length with Count Tarnowski, 
the new ambassador from Austria- 
Hungary. who plans to present his 
credentials immediately.

Shipping Is Held in Port or 


Recalled. 


London, February 2.—The whole of 
Europe is anxiously awaiting the 
United States action on Germany's 
note announcing her new submarine 
policy. Meanwhile a large proportion 
er neutral shipping is held in port or 
recalled. 

Traffic between England and Hol- 
land and England and the Scandinavian 
countries, so far as it is carried on 
by neutral vessels, is being held up. 
These countries depend upon Great 
Britain for many things, particularly 
for coal to operate factories. 

Liverpool ship owners today said the 
new declaration of submarine warfare 
will not affect trans-Atlantic traffic, 
but a number of Americans who con- 
templated returning home during the 
next few weeks have hastened their 
bookings. Tickets are being sold as 
usual for British and American liners. 
The Holland-America and Norwegian- 
Atlantic liners sre the only ones whose 
voyages have been cancelled or post- 
poned. 

Thus far the results of the new 
policy have not been reflected in the 
losses of ships recorded by Lloyds, 
today’s list being about the same aver- 
age; so as for some weeks past. 

The comment of the evening news- 
papers on the situation follows largely 
that of the morning journals. Most of 
them are concerned with what Presi- 
dent Wilson will do. 

The German note has resulted in a 
rush of Americans to procure passage 
to New York on the first available 
boat. Large numbers who expected 
to sail within a fortnight have decided 
to leave Saturday and before noon all 
the first-class accommodations on the 
steamer - were booked. 

Among those applying for passage 
are 120 persons who intended to sail 
on the Holland-America liner Nieuw 
Amsterdam, which was to have left 
Falmouth on Tuesday. This vessel, 
however, has been recalled to Hotter- 
dam, whence she sailed two days agu. 
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The whole neutral diplomatic corps has | 


shown a degree of interest hardly sur- 
passed during the war, as the double 
question is involved, not only of what 
the United States is going to do, but 
what action their own governments 
will take.

New York, February 2.—Upon 
receipt of special instructions from 
Washington, Dudley Field Malone, col- 
lector of the port, conferred late to- 
day with representatives ef the de- 
partment of justice and the New York 
police. None of those who attended 
the conference would discuss what was 
cegnsidered beyond saying that ques- 
tions relating to a “possible emer- 
gency’ were talked over.

Temperatures as low as 28 degrees 
were registered in the central and 
northern sections of the state today, 
but a high wind prevented any crop 
damage, according to reports received 
here. Temperatures of from 20 to 25 
degrees are forecasted for the central 
and northern sections tonight, while 
freezing weather, it was said, will ex- 
tend into extreme southern Florida. 

Growers tonight, however, declared 
they anticipated little damage if the 
weather got no colder than that expe- 
rienced today, but weather bureau 
Warnings caused unysual activity 
throughout the east an# west coast and 
central Florida fruit and trucking re- 
gions.

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WHY NOT A FOOD COST LIMIT? 


Reports tell us that even in Germany the 
price of potatoes is only half as great as it 
is in the United States that meats 
there are cheaper that eggs, 
poultry, dairy products—in fact, all of the 
staple articles of food necessities, what 
there are of them—are to be had, if had at 
all, at prices from 30 to 450 per cent below 
what the American householder has to pay 
for the same commodity. 

In the light of concurrent that 
Germany is threatened by a food famine this 
statement of conditions might appear some- 
what paradoxical; but it is easily explained: 
The German government, foreseeing the 
food shortage, and anticipating that when 
that shortage should come the poor would 
starve first, while the rich alone would be 
able to buy from the wealthy dealers and 
speculators who inevitably would “corner” 
the supply, tock the situation in hand and 
placed a limit upon the prices that could be 
charged for the various articles of diet. At 
the same time the German government fixed 
a limit upon the quantity of which any indi- 
vidual could avail himself, to the end that 
all share alike, for good or for bad.

TRENCHES AS MEN-MAKERS. 


When peace comes, the unmaimed men 
of the trenches—the war-pits that have made 
Men of them—will be the most efficient 
workers in the upbuilding of the country. 

The Philadelphia Ledger, basing its opin- 
ion on the health record of the English 
forces, says that “if the war. goes on much 
longer the trenches will be listed among the 
favored health resorts!”’ 

This, of course, will be due to advanced 
medica! science, for it is pointed out that in 
spite of hardships endured by the men in 
trench service the natural death rate is only 
three per thousand. 

Commenting on this remarkable showing, 
The Philadelphia Ledger says:

Smallpox, typhoid, typhus and othe) 
maladies are making their last stand 
against war doctors and surgeons with 
systematic inoculation. Formerly every 
large military camp was a hotbed of dis- 
ease.

Last summer Sir Alfred Keogh, 
Surgeon general, reported twenty-two 
cases of typhoid among the British sol- 
diers in France, and remarked that in 
former days with the same number of 
men in the field there would have heen 
at least &0,000 cases. 


“After the war,” says a British health re- 
port, “we shall have a healthier, hardier race 
of men.”

“the inferno of the trenches.” and that is 
an apt description of them at times: but 
until now they have not been celebrated as 
“health resorts!”

Compare, for in- 
stance, the feeding and general habits of 
the horse—strictly a vegetarian—with those 
of the chicken, the duck, the goose, the hog 
or even the bovine species. That alone 
should be sufficient to efface the last vestige 
of qualm at the eating of his flesh. ; 

Of course, nobody wants to eat, nor 
advocate the consumption of, the flesh of the 
faithful old servant horse, the family pet; 
nor is there particular pleasure in eating 
of a faithful old ox which has 
served the household patiently and well, nor 
baby’s pet lamb, nor the tractable Billy-zoat 
which has been the voungsters’ companion 
and protector. 

But there are thousands of horses in the 
United States unfit for the uses to which 
horses ordinarily are put, whose flesh, at 
from “six to twelve cents a pound” might 
prove to be attractive to many people who 
want meat and need it, but who are unwilling 
to pay prevailing beef and mutton prices 
for it.

Former President Outlines 
Peace League’s Plan Before 
National Commerce Body 


Washington,. February 2-—Former Presi- 


dent William Howard Taft, in his address in 
which he outlined the plan of the League to 
Enforce Peace, at a dinner here tonight un- 
der the auspices of the National Chamber 
of Commerce, put the league on record as 
commending “in the highest terms the ad- 
vanced and courageous and patriotic pesition 
that the president has taken in urging that 
the United States lead in forming 4 world 
league to enforce peace in the interest of 
mankind.” \ 

He declared that the president “may Pprop- 
erly act as a mediator between the Warring 
nations and seek to bring about a peace that 
shall end the present horrors,” and he said 
that “in so doing it is, of course, proper for 
him to Suggest the kind of peace and the de- 
tails which he hopes may attract the accept- 
ance of the parties.”’ 

The former president said that the league

Answers Critics of Plan. 

With reference to expressed opposition to 
league, the former president said: 

“Mr. Roosevelt, apparently without read- 
its proposals, denounces the league as 
folfy’ and as prompted by motives 
peculiarly base because it would enforce the 
judgement of courts of arbitration. “hen 
upon learning that the proposals do not 
involve enforcement of judgments, he char- 
acterizes them as a ‘flagrant deception of the 
public.’ Senator Borah denounces the plan 
of the league to be ‘heinous, immoral and vi- 
cious.’ These are three tormidable adjec- 
tives, of which one would seem adequate to 
earry the argument. The senator, however, 
qualifies his words by disavowing intention 
to assail individuals. The senator should 
look to his laurels in the rield of verbal 
warfare and slaughter, pecause such leniency 
may exclude him from the class of epithet- 
ical statesmen. 

“With deference to 
opponents to grasp our proposals 
tion, we submit that before they are con- 
temptuously rejected, or scattered into bits 
by verbal Ivddite, they are entitled to study. 

Purpose of League. 
purpose of the league,” 
to organize the world's 
international police to enforce a 
procedure’ with respect to issues likely to 
lead to war, which will prevént all wars 
but those which nothing can prevent 

“The procedure to be enforced is the sub- 
mission of questions of a legal nature, the 
decision of which must be guided by rules 
of law, to an international court for its judg- 
ment, and the submission of all other ques- 
tions to an impartial commission to hear 
and decide, its decision to take the form of 
a recommendation of compromise. The judg- 
ment of the legal question by the court will 
be legally and in honor binding on the par- 
ties. That is implied in a submission to a 
court. The recommendation of compromise, 
however, is not in law or in honor binding 
unless the parties accept it. The league does 
not purpose to enforce either. Some time, if 
the league comes into successful operation, 
it may be thought well to enforce judgments 
just as domestic judgments are enforced.” 

The speaker further said: 

“Practically, if we enforce the procedure 
of the league, we shall take a step which 
will rid us of most wars. 

“Tf every issue between nations is forced 
to arbitration and judgment or recommenda- 
tion of compromise, -it will compel deliber- 
ation bv those who think of war,” he con- 
tinued, “Tt will enable the quarreling peo- 
ples to understand what it is they are to 
fight about, and what the attitude of their 
opponents is. The decision of impartial tri- 
bunals can not but have great influence. 
and will form the public opinion of the world. 
The period of delay itself will abate heat 
and induce calmer views. It is the success- 
ful practice of arbitration that leads to 
its adoption.”

“To make arbitration ‘useful,’ Mr. Taft 
said, “the state of mind of nations in regard 
to arbitration should be brought to that of 
the strict and orthodox Puritans that one 
must be willing to be damned if he would be 
saved. 

“Practice in arbitration,” he went on, “pro- 
duces this state of mind and this confidence 
is the method. The league enforces this 
practice, the educational effect of which upon 
nations in showing the possibility of such 
peaceful settlement of disputes will be in- 
valuable. The procedure will become as of 
course and the habit, of such settlements will 
he formed.” 

Need of Armed Force. 

Explaining the need of*a measure of 
force to make the purposes of the league ef- 
fective. Mr. Taft drew the analogy of a 
municipal police force and of-the state mi- 
litia. 

“The existence of a police force,’ he said, 
“and the power to call out the militia and 
to invoke the aid of the army of the United 
States generally secure public order without 
their actual! mobilization or use.

Broader Monroe Doctrine. 

“In 1823," said the speaker, “we adopted the 
Monroe Doctrine involving a possibility of 
complications with Europe which properly 
gave our statesmen great concern. Jef- 
ferson and Madison were in favor of our 
maintaining an alliance with Great Britain 
in order to enforce the doctrine. Yet Jef- 
ferson was the inventor of the phrase ‘en- 
tangling alliances.’ The fact that such an 
alliance was for a high purpose and the com- 
mon good, in his mind evidently prevented 
its being an ‘entangling’ alliance. The Mon- 
roe Doctrine was adopted by us in our then 
lack of strength with far greater risk than 
we would face in the league. The doctrine 
was proclaimed because of the danger to 
the United States which wg feared from 
proximity of European intrigue against our 
independence and form of government. Now 
Europe and the rest of the world have heen 
brought so near us not only by speed of 


' transportation and communication, but by the

The state veterinarian’'s office is now 
concentrating in the southern part of 
the state its fight against tuberculo- 
Sis among cattle. 

The dairy herds of the northern part 
of the state have all been inspected, 
and inspection has now begun in the 
southern part of the state. This work 
will be rushed as rapidly as possible, 
says Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen,. state vet- 
erinarian, in order that the state may 


be free from tubercular cattle as early 
as possible.

may shiver and shake, but could it in- 
dividually or collectively witness some 
of the scenes of absolute misery, cold 
and want that are existing in Atlanta 
during the present bitter cold it would 
better appreciate its present com- 
fortable surroundings. 

The following story comes from Miss 
Rheba Crawford, daughter of the brig- 
of the Salvation Army, and 
though the organization has done 
what it can, the case is one which 
should receive the attention of the 
people: 


Father Is "ay | 
In a dark alley back of\a mill dis- 


trict of Atlanta, where small houses 
are grouped, there lives—or rather ex- 
ists—a family of seven. 

The father, formerly an active and 
prosperous carpenter, is confined to his 
bed, following a fall from a ladder two 
months before Christmas. At first it 
was thought that he would fully re- 
cover his injuries and he recovered to 
the extent that about Christmas time, 
after nearly a month in bed, he again 
went to work. About four weeks ago 
he was again forced to take to his bed 
and there he has been ever since. 

The mother, who married when she 
was 14 years of age, has five chil- 
dren, all girls, to look after. There- 
fore, she has not the chance to work 
and make a little money in order that 
ends might be made to meet. 

“Kriday we went again to the house,” 
declared Miss Crawford. “The condi- 
tions are pitiable beyond description, 
I don’t hesitate to say that it is the 
worst case I have ever seen. We have 
sent out some fuel and food, but it 
can’t last very long. The family is in 
desperate need and if some good peo- 
ple of Atlanta would help them it 
would mean more than one can realize. 

“Tne children, all little girls, are 
poorly clad. Two who attend school 
have hardly sufficient clothes to cover 
them. The other three are too small, 
and remain at home. 

“The family is destitute; the father 
is helpless; the mother has not time 
for anything except attention to the 
children. They need food and fuel and 
clothes and they need it all bady.” 

Will Send Money. 

Miss Crawford, because it is against 
the rules of the organization, would not 
tell the name and address of the fam- 
ily, but stated that if anyone would 
call her she would see that the family 
received what donations might be of- 
fered. 

Aside from such cases as the above, 
and there were several not so destitute, 
the Salvation Army sent out a number 
of orders for coal and groceries. 

“Conditions are so bad,” declared 
Miss Crawford, “that persons have 
come to our home here (her residence) 
asking aid. This has never been the 
case before. The severe weather con- 
ditions have brought on unthinkable 
suffering and the people need help.”
